Atlantic Salmon gets another 
chance with plant in lake 


The prospect for a new inland 
lake Atlantic salmon fishery 
looks bright for local anglers as 
the Department of Natural 
Resources planted ap- 
proximately 20,000 of an 
estimated 22,000 Atlantic 
salmon in Lake Charlevoix last 
Friday afternoon. 

The plant, 


made with 


' fingerlings that were surplus to 


the needs in Maine, were given 
to the state Thursday. About 
20,000 of the fish survived a 29 
hour trip from the Casco, Maine 
hatchery for the plant in Lake 
Charlevoix. 

“Good sized fish, up to. three 
pounds, from this plant: should 
be seen by anglers in 1988-89,” 
said Bill MeClay, a DNR 
fisheries biologist. “Our purpose 
is to provide a diversity of 

_ fishing opportunities in each of 
our inland lakes. These Atlantic 
salmon, a close relative of the 
brown trout and likewise, an ex- 

; ceptionally = sport and ie 


fish, should do well in our larger 
lakes because of their ideal dep- 
th, coldness and clearness.” 

The salmon were delivered to 
Whiting’s Park Friday afternoon 
by a team of drivers from the 
DNR. Louis Mania of Cadillac 
and Don Bedrick. from the Oden 
hatchery were the final drivers. 
The first leg of the trip with the 
fish was done by Mark Henry 
from Marquette’ and Bob 
Eggleston of Wolf Lake hat- 
cheries. 

The specially built. hatchery 
transport truck used 13,000 
cubic pounds of oxygen during 
the- trip. to -help keep . the 
fingerlings alive. About 2,000 
fish died enroute, according to 
observers watching the plant. 

The first team of drivers 


_ Picked up’ the fish at the: hat- 
chery. near Portiand and drove 


non-stop to. Buffalo where the 


‘second crew took over. After a-- 


trip through :Canada, the fish 
arrived about 3:30 Be: m. Friday. 


Atlantic salmon plant aren't 
new. to the lake. The first plants 
were tried in 1873. In modern 
times, a special plant was made 
in the Boyne River after using 
Boyne Mountain's plane to tran- 
sport the fish from the Gaspe 
Peninsula. Everett Kircher, 
provided the plane to transport 
the fish. 

As to what Kircher thought 
about the Friday plant, he said 
“It’s great, I am delighted to see 
the. Atlantic salmon back in 
focus.” 

The. salmon planted are dif- 
ferent than the strain planted 
below the dam in the Boyne 
River, though, this new plant’ 
uses a larid locked salmon which 
is not used to breeding in the 
rivers like. some strains — of 
Atlantic salmon.

Says city has plans 


Dear Editor, 

The Parks and Recreation 
Advisory Board would like to 
respond to your 8 October 
editorial. 

We are pleased that you share 
our concern regarding rising 
lake levels and the Boyne City 
Waterfront. However, we wish 
to point out that we have 
focused much of our attention 
and efforts on protecting the 
shoreline area. This spring we 
hired the engineer who designed 
the Veterans Memorial Park and 
Sunset Park seawalls to inspect 
the waterfront and provide 
recommendations to protect the 
area. This spring we hired the 
engineer who designed . the 


Veterans Memorial Park and 


Sunset Park seawalls to inspect 
the waterfront and provide 
recommendations to protect the 
area. This study led to the city’s 


purchase and installation of 
large limestone rocks each 
weighing 800-1000 Ibs., fill and 
grout for seawall protection, 
marina improvements, and 
raised docks. 

Peninsula Beach was delayed 
twice this year as we altered 
plans to raise the site by 1.7 feet. 
This action also required new 
Corps of Engineers and DNR 
permits approval. 

On several occasions, rocks 
were placed along Lakeshore 
Drive in an effort to save the 
road. Additional limestone rocks 
were again purchased and will 
be placed yet this fall. We have 
also been working with several 
funding agencies on additional 


"erosion protection measures.

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Here’s who we 


After reading through all of the political releases, we 
have made up our minds as to who we are planning to 
support in next Tuesdays election. Although we did not 
personally interview all the candidates, we have pretty 


much come to the conclusion that the people we are sup- 


porting for election would do the job required of them to 
help us both nationally and locally. 

This election, while held in what the political types call 
an “Off year”, is still one of the important times to make 
sure a vote is cast. Usually, those “Off year” elections 
can sway a lot of votes as to control of the represen- 
tatives we send to Lansing or to Washington. 

For governor, we are supporting Jim Blanchard, a 
democrat. We are doing this, not because he raised our 
taxes, but more because he helped bring some business 
back to the state, and helped guide it through some 
tough times. Sure, he is a democrat in what many are 
saying, is a republican controlled economy, but we still 
think he is going to be a better man than the man the 
republicans are putting up for the same job. 

We are also telling people to vote for Richard Austin 
as the Secretary of State. We say this even though his 
opponent says he has wasted money in his office. Austin 
has done a good job for many years and should continue 
in office. 

For Attorney General, we would like to see a new face 
in the office. This year we would like to see Robert 
Cleland, a prosecutor from Port Huron, take over the job 
that Kelly has held for the last 25 years.

On the state proposals, we would like to see a no vote 
on all three. 
buracracy of government they seem to call for. 

For state offices, we think Ralph Ostling should be 
returned again. His experience against what the 
democrats are putting up. Ellen Addington is from 
Elisworth which is just around the corner from our. of- 
fice, and we would think she would have taken the time 
since the primary to come in and visit. She has also not 
sent our literature that would tell us how she feels on the 
matters the legislature will have to vote upon. 

Along with Ostling, we are supporting the return of 
Mitch Irwin to the office of State Senator. Again, ex- 
perience counts, and we have always said Irwin is almost 
like a republican with his conservativeness. John Knorr 
has the experience of a township supervisor, but I don’t 
think that compares with what Irwin has done for nor- 
thern Michigan.

Brown Creek 
beautification started 


BY ELOUISE ROSSLER 

Brown Creek meanders 
‘through a sixty acre parcel of 
land owned by the East Jordan 
Public Schools, Unaware of the 
beauty spot it creates between 
two school buildings and in the 
edge of a small town, the creek 
goes about its business of 
helping drain its 7600 acre 
watershed and maintaining a 
home for trout-brown, rainbow, 
and brook, as it has done for cen- 
turies. 

In 1977 the area between the 
two schools was worked on with 
trails taking shape as Dan Kuc- 
zynski, and assistant in the 
Community Education program, 
took the lead. In 1978 a CETA 
crew cleared an area and built a 
bridge over Brown Creek. In 
the fall steps were put in on the 
steep side and the path widened 
by a volunteer work bee group. 
In 1979, Bill Grimm from the Soil 
Conservation Service and Jamie 
Baumann, Community 
Education Director designated 
stations along the trail and 
wrote trail guides for self-use 
and for teachers to use with 
classes. Additional in-depth in- 
formation was written for use by 
individuals and groups. 

During the intervening years 
classes have taken on projects 
such as cleaning the area of lit- 
ter, clearing fallen brush and 
clearing the creek of litter. 
Bridges have had to be repaired

Salmon plant first since 1970's

to help- Michigan expand its 
Atlantic salmon fishery and in 
its desire to create a fishery 
from lake raised stock, rather 
than hatchery raised stock. 

The last plant of salmon were 
somewhat successful, but accor- 
ding to Kircher, when the fish 
came up river to spawn, they 


stopped eating and _ started 
living on the body fat the fish 
had accumulated. Unfor- 


tunately, the fatty part of the 
fish also held the PCB and 
caused damage to the fish and 


their attempt to spawn. 

This new strain will not have 
as much of a problem as they 
will spawn in the lake and the 
amount of PCB found in the 
salmon today is less that it was 
back in the seventies. 

They were also recently plan- 
ted in Higgins and Crystal 
Lakes as well as Gull Lake and if 
the lake raised stocks do well, 
the DNR plans to continue with 
annual plants of Atlantic salmon 
in selected waters in the state, 
while still pursuing contact with 


other states for surplus Atlantic 
salmon. At the present time, 
Atlantic salmon provide a 
limited _ fishery to Michigan 
anglers, primarily in Lake 
Michigan and some tributary 
streams. 

Atlantic salmon are native to 
the east coast and Europe, 
although the salmon planted 
Friday are relatives to those 
fish. Normally a saltwater fish, 
they spawn and generally spend 
their first year in fresh water 
streams. Over the years, they 


have adapted solely to surviving 
in large bodies of fresh water. 

Interesting, say fisheries 
biologist, Atlantic salmon, unlike 
Pacific salmon do not die after 
spawning and generally live on 
for several years. . Most reach 
weights of 10 to 20 pounds. The 
current state record for an 
Atlantic salmon is a 32 pound 10 
ounce fish taken from Lake 
Michigan. At the plant, most 
were about five to seven inches 
long. 


Trick or Treat hints given by District 3 


Halloween “Trick or Treat” 
activities are happily anticipated 
by many young children. 
District Health Department No. 
3 would like all parents to read 
the following safety suggestions. 

Warn children not to eat any 
of their treats before they get 


home. Examine all treats 
carefully before allowing 
children to eat them. 

Look for costumes, masks, 


beards, and wigs labeled “Flame 
Resistant.” Although these 
items could still catch fire, such 
labeling indicates that they will 
resist burning and should 
extinguish quickly once 
removed from the ignition sour- 
ce. Flimsy materials and outfits 
with big, baggy sleeves or 
billowing skirts should be 
avoided to minimize the risk of 
contact with candles or other 
sources of ignition. 

Make or buy costumes light 
and bright enough to be clearly 
visible to motorists. For greater 
visibility in dusk or darkness, 
costumes can be decorated with 
reflective tape. Reflective tape 
is usually available in hardware, 
bicycle, and sporting goods 
stores. Children should also 
carry flashlights to see —and be 
seen—more easily. 

Costumes should be short 
enough to prevent children from 
tripping and falling. Children 
should wear well-fitting, sturdy 
shoes: Mother’s high heels are 
not a good idea for safe walking. 

Hats and scarfs should be tied 
securely to prevent them from 
slipping over children's eyes. 

Apply a natural mask of 
cosmetics rather than have a 
child wear a loose fitting mask 
which might restrict breathing. 
or obscure vision. If a mask is 
used, however, make sure it fits 
securely and has eyeholes large 
enough to allow full vision. 

Swords, knives, and similar 
costume accessories should be of 
soft or flexible material. 

Smaller children — should 
always be accompanied by an 
older responsible child or an 
adult. All children should use 
the sidewalk rather than walk in 
the street, and they should walk 
not run from house to house. 
Children should be cautioned 
against running out from bet- 
ween parked cars, or across 
lawns and where ornaments, 
furniture, or clotheslines 
present dangers. 

Children should only go to 
homes where residents have

outside lights on as a sign of 
welcome. Children should not 
enter homes or apartments 
unless they are accompanied by 
anadult. 

Those receiving  trick-or 
treaters should remove 
anything that could be an ob- 
stacle from steps, lawns, and 


porches. Candlelit jack-o-lanterns 
should be kept away from lan- 
dings, and doorsteps where 
costumes could brush against 
the flame. Indoor jack-o-lanterns 
should be kept away from cur- 
tains, decorations, or other fur- 
nishings that could be ignited. 
Any parent with questicns 


about the safety of their child's 
halloween snack, or proper 
times for trick or treaters, 
should contact their local law en-

Wolverine sells Fermi 
shares to Edison 


Wolverine Power Supply 
Cooperative, Inc. and the 
Detroit Edison Company have 
reached an agreement under 
which Wolverine will sell its 
remaining ownership interest in 
the Fermi II nuclear power plant 
to Detroit Edison. Fermi II is a 
1,093 megawatt boiling water 
reactor located near Monroe, 
Michigan. 

This agreement, which has 
received approval from both 
utilities’ board of directors, will 
require Wolverine to purchase a 
substantial portion of the power 
supply needs for its seven mem- 
ber/owner systems from Detroit 
Edison until 2025. In exchange 
for this power — supply 
arrangement, Detroit Edison 
will purchase = Wolverine’s 
ownership share in Fermi If. 

“Wolverine and Detroit 
Edison have always maintained 
an excellent working relation- 
ship and one in which under- 
standings have been reached to 
the benefit of both parties,” said 
Raymond R. Cristell, 
Wolverine’s executive vice 
president and general manager. 
“This agreement will allow 
Wolverine to maintain com- 
petitive wholesale power costs 
from today well into the next 
century and because of this 
assured power supply, 
Wolverine will have the ability 


to engage in various load 
management, marketing and 
economic development 


programs to further stabilize 
future wholesale power costs for 
its member-systems,” 

Under this new arrangement, 
Detroit Edison will continue to 
purchase portions of 
Wolverine’s ownership interest 
in Fermie 2 until the plant is 
placed into commercial 
operation. Thereafter, until 
January 1, 1990, Detroit Edison

will purchase all of Wolverine’s 
capacity and energy from Fermi 
2. These payments from Detroit 
Edison will be used by 
Wolverine to make its quarterly 
principal and interest payments 
to the Rural Electrification Ad- 
ministration (“REA”) — until 
January 1, 1990. On January 1, 
1990, Detroit Edison will pur- 
chase the remaining ownership 
interest of Wolverine in Fermi 2. 
To consummate this transac- 
tion, Wolverine must still reach 
further understandings with the 
REA regarding Wolverine's 
remaining Fermie II indebted- 
ness and other financial con- 
ditions. In addition, approvals 
are also required from the 
Michigan Public Service Com- 
mission and various governmen- 
tal and regulatory bodies. 
Wolverine first became in- 
volved in the Fermi II plant 
when its two predecessors, Nor- 
thern Michigan Electric 


Concert set 
at Horton 


Cooperative and Wolverine 
Electric Cooperative, jointly 
purchased a 20 percent owner- 
ship interest in the plant in early 
1977. Detroit Edison is presen- 
tly projecting a Spring, 1987 
commercial operation date for 
Fermi II. 

Wolverine supplies wholesale 
power to seven rural electric 
cooperatives which, in turn sell 
electricity to approximately 
130,000 member/consumers in 
mostly rural portions of Nor- 
thern and Western Michigan. 
Wolverine’s seven members are

The East Jordan varsity foot- : 


ball team got back on the win- 
ning trail last Friday with an 
impressive 38-16 victory over 
.the Central Lake. Trojans. The 
victory allowed the Red Devil 
squad to maintain its position as 
co-leader of the Ski-Valley Con- 
ference, a title which they share 
with the Harbor Springs Rams. 

The Devils got things rolling 
early as the defense forced the 
Central Lake offense to punt, 
giving the Devil offense the ball 
at their own 41 yard line to start 
their opening drive. After a 
nine yard run by Ted Snowden, 
which took the ball to the mid- 
feild stripe, quarterback Greg 
Kitson hooked up with a: wide 
open Shannon Olstrom on 2.
